New York Attorney, Who 
Was Head Of Treasury 
In Danzig, Talks To 
Kiwanians 


New Castle Kiwanis Club mem- 
bers heard Dr. B ernhard Karani '.er, 
of New York, former judge ol the 
Free City o: Danzig, and a former 
m em ber of the Danzig Volgstag and 
Senate, speak on “Russia—Recollec­ 
tions and Refleet ions,” in which he 
gave a new insight to m any on what, 
to th e people oi the United States, 
seem to be peculiarities and problems 
with little hope of being solved. 
During his political career in D an­ 
zig, Dr. B ernhard stated, he has been 
a Social Democrat, and as such th e 
natural 
antagonist of 
the 
Com­ 
m unist. He was therefore m uch sur­ 
prised when he was invited to come 
+o Russia while head of tlie treasury 
to discuss trade relations with the 
Russians, who v ere seeking ships. 
All in all, he stated he was in the Soviet 
Union for several weeks and while he did 
not pretend that his Uiorl s:ay in Ru-hr 
ha:; made him an c-.p. rt on ! he Soviet 
Union, yet this experience gave him defi­ 
nite impressions about the land and people, 
and later when a lot of Soviet people came 
in Danzig, these were furthered. 
There­ 
fore it we; natural that he should follow 
tier dopmei.i ; in Russ*a with great interest. 
IT* was of the opinion that Russia’s risp 
to that of a world power has be?n so rapid 
that she has not had time to adjust her­ 
self to her new position. 
He was impressed by the statement of the 
late Mr. Lunatscharski, then connmsar of 
education, Who said that Russia's problem 
was that too many people write and speak 
about the Soviet Union, many of whom 
have not been in Russia long enough to 
know what they are talking about. 
Ex­ 
plaining Russia!!* reluctance to admit for­ 
eigners to her country, Mr. Lunatscharski 
stated that Russia was waging an unique 
political and economic experiment, trying 
to weld into one union, 49 different na­ 
tionalities, most of them composed of un­ 
educated people 
In this, thev did not 
want to be disturbed from the outside and 
have foreigners tell them and their people 
what they should do. 
Crucial Problem 
One of the most crucial problems of to­ 
day i: whether there is any chance that 
the atmosphere of mutual district gov­ 
erning the relations between the Soviet 
Union and the other major powers can be 
replaced by that sense of cooperation and 
mutual understanding on which the world 
peace depends. 
Quoting Raymond B Fosdick, president 
t>i the Rockefeller Foundation, the former 
has said, “What is required is a determi­ 
nation ‘o be accurately informed, to see 
things as they are. 
It may not be possible 
in bridge the idealogicai chasm, but cer­ 
tainly a wider and deeper knowledge on 
our part of Russian ideas and motivations 
anti a reciprocal attitude on the part of 
the Soviet government will afford a bacis 
ol 
mutual understanding in which two 
nation; 
can live together in the same 
world. 
Understanding is also a wonderful thing, 
Dr. Bernhard stated. Quoting Dr. Nicholas

Government Girl Colony 
Still Big in Washington 


By MARTHA KEARNEY 
cl. N. S. Staff Correspondent) 
WASHINGTON, April 24—Today, 
almost two years after V-J day, 
a somewhat surprised Uncle Sam 
finds himself playin? landlord to 
almost as many government girls 
in the capital as he did during the 
hectic war years. 
In March, 1943. the government 
completed construction of the first 
of four emergency housing units 
built to shelter the thousands of G- 
girls recruited for urgent wartime 
service who could find no place to 
live in W ashington 
Now, four years later, the units 
show little decrease in occupancy. 
John C. Junek. manager of the 
four residence halls for the Public 
Buildings 
Administration, 
admits 
that he thought the p: \ieets would 
be written off the book.' a year ago, 
their usefuine?' outlived. 
Manv Arriving 
Hr says however; 
“There seem to be almost as many 


government girls coming into town 
: as there are ex-government girls 
going back home. 
Of course there 
! is always a demand in the civil serv- 
j ice for skilled 
workers 
such 
as 
stenographers and typists. 
“Arlington Farms, which has a 
capacity of a little more than 4,000 
has almost 3,800 girls in residence 
now. 
Allowing for the normal 10 
per cent vacancy in hotel occupancy 
that means the farm s is fully oc­ 
cupied. 
*Tn the very worst of the war 
years we had every bed occupied 
every night but for the past few 
years we have m aintained a con­ 
sistent 80-per cent occupancy. 
“It is possible of course that our 
j rooms are in continued demand be- 
| cause private rooming-house opera­ 
tors prefer men lodgers. They con­ 
sider girls more trouble than men 
end it may be harder for girls to 
find rooms than the situation war­ 
rants." 
Two of the projects — Arlington 


Farm s and Suitltmd—housed Wave- 
as well as government girls during 
’he war. 
The departure of the 
Waves decreased the overall occu­ 
pancy figure 
as opposed 
to 
Lu­ 
ll umber of government girl tenants. 
The three Arlington Farm s buf f­ 
ings formerly occupied by Wave 
have been turned over to the Wai 
Department 
and 
converted 
into 
apartm ents for junior officers. 
More than 50 per cent of the 
girls who rent their room.', from 
Uncle Sam are under 24 years oi 
age. 
The largest single age group 
represented is the 19-20 year old 
bracket. 
The girls who live a t the govern­ 
ment projects m ust be federal work­ 
ers. 
Their base salaries m ust not 
exceed $2.894 per year. 
Rents are scaled to fit into their 
budget. 
A single room costs $24.50 
per month, a double room between 
$16.50 and $24.50. 
The scarce and 
choice corner rooms rent tor $28.50 
per month. 
And in addition tine eirL enjoy 
the unique privilege of complaining 
to Uncle Sam himself every time 
the pipes leak or the heating sys­ 
tem fails.

The operations of m ental in stitu ­ 
tions was the fourth largest activity 
in the state, according to Charles 
Denby, 
P ittsburgh attorney.

claimed the program required “ef­ 
ficient and responsible adm inistra­ 
tion”. 
Judge Nochem S. W innet, of P h il­ 
adelphia, pointed out the m ental 
health program involved “preven­ 
tion and cure” as well as confine­ 
m ent and “should not be handled 
by a sm all bureau in a departm ent 
of welfare but by a dynam ic d ep art­ 
m ent of m ental h ealth ’’. 
The B runner bill would require 
the secretary of the proposed de­ 
partm en t to be a physician w ith at 
least 10 years experience in m ental 
therapy. The salary would be $12,-

NEW ORLEANS, April 24.— (INS) 
—Willie Francis, 18-year-old Louis­ 
iana Negro who once before walked 
away from the electric chair, was 
doomed to a second scheduled exe­ 
cution. 
The Louisiana pardon board re­ 
fused to recommend clemency, and 
Gov. Jimmie Davis cannot com­ 
mute the Negro’s death sentence for 
the robbery-slaying of a 5t. M artin- 
ville, La., druggist in opposition to 
the m ajority pardon board recom - 
m endriions. 
National Attention 
Francis attracted nation-wide a t­ 
tention when electrical connections 
to the portable chair failed, and he 
walked away from his first execu­ 
tion. Since then he has received 
thousands of letters from persons 
recommending commutation to life 
in prison. 
Both the state supreme court and 
the U. S. supreme court, declaring 
the original death sentence had no- 
been carried out, refused to bar the 
second trip to the chair.
